FANCY FIXINGS... 
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•ecology & the people• 

by BILL PAINTER, Ecology Center 


During the last few years, there 
has been a growing concern about the 
fufcwre of the natural world which sup¬ 
ports us. Ecology has changed from a 
topic for graduate student seminars to 
the subject of freauent conversations 
among all kinds of people. As the 
awareness of our environmental crisis 
has increased, ecology has grown from 
a science to a movement. 

As the movement has gained numbers 
and strength* its scope has been 
broadened. The environmental movement 
was once composed primarily of people 
concerned with preserving wildlife and 
areas of natural beauty. They saved 
a number of species from extinction 
and set aside a number of wilderness 
areas. Much credit is due these early 
conservationists. 

However, as our sociey became more 
urbanized, new problems arose. Large 
areas were affected by contamination 
of the air, water and land. More and 
more forests were cut to supply the 
ravenous demands of our exploding pop¬ 
ulation. Millions of acres were buried 
under concrete and asphalt. The expan¬ 
sion of technology created changes 
which our culture could not adjust to. 



So, now the emphasis of the envir¬ 
onmental movement falls on pollution-- 
the feces of technology. Environment¬ 
alists are concerned with urban prob¬ 
lems, such as housing and transports-, 
tion. Most of our population lives in 
cities, and it is the poor who suffer 
most from the hazards of our contami¬ 
nated air and water. Yet, ironically, 


poor people seem to have little con¬ 
cern for environmental problems. The 
reason for this is simple—they have 
more pressing problems to cope with. 
Specifically, the daily struggle to 
survive. But isn’t survival the 
basic issue with which the environment 
al movement is dealing? This means 
we must expand our concept of environ¬ 
ment beyond conservation and pollution 
We must fight for the basic rights 
that are due all human beings--ade- 
cuate food, water, .huu&irjg .and cloth¬ 
ing; decent education; healthy recrea¬ 
tion; meaningful employment; suffi¬ 
cient health care; and a community 
free of fear. As you search for the 
basic causes of our environmental 
crisis, you begin to see that many of 
the other problems we are facing--wap, 
poverty, racism—are the result of the 
same things that are ultimately respon 
sible for the destruction of our earth 

I feel that many of our problems 
can be traced back to repression, 
which results when one individual, 
group o:f soecies takes more than its 
fair share of the wealth that is offer 
ed by our society and our earth. 
Americans comprise about 7^ of, the 
world* s population, but we use over 
50# of the world’s raw materials. It 
doesn* t take much thought to see how 
this results in a foreign policy that 
is based on the domination of the 
world by the United States. Usually, 
economic power is sufficient to main¬ 
tain our position, but sometimes areas 
such as Southeast Asia, reauire the 
application of physical power as well. 

Our government says it is trying to 
help the "underdeveloped" countries 
progress so that they can come closer 
to our standard of living. Yet, can 
we really mean this? If all the people 
of this planet had the same standard 
of living as the average American, we 
would consume the world’s resources 
of certain metals within a decade or 
two, and the supply of petroleum 
would be exhausted within a few years. 

Blacks in thiscountry sense this 
basic contradiction. Ecologists are 
calling for decreased consumption and 
less wasteful living, while millions 
of people in this'counrty are under¬ 
nourished. How can this be in a coun¬ 
try that exports tons and tons of food 
each year? Once again, the resources 
of our country are not being fairly 
distributed among the members of our 
society. Until we can show the poor

that we Doiievo that their standard of 
living should be raised, while the 
overconsumers release their grip on 
the world’s resources, they will not 
feel that our efforts to free the earth 

and its people is closely related to 
their struggles to escape from hunger 
and fear. 

So, what can an individual do? 
Basically, thinking ecologically means 
being aware that our actions have an 
impact that spreads far beyond our¬ 
selves. We must become more sensitive 
to the needs of other creatures, es¬ 
pecially our fellow human beings. We 
can’t stop technology in its tracks, 
but we can learn to use technology for 
human needs, rather than using people 
to satisfy the cancerous demands of 
technology. 

Exactly how we can do this is a big 
problem. I think that an initial step 
is a dramatic alteration of our gov¬ 
ernment to make it more responsive to 
all the people. We are going to have 
to study the present system, and learn 
how to take the power away from busi- 
nes and industry. The system is on the 
verge of collapsing under its own 
weight, and is definitely vulnerable 
to a number of approaches. More and 
more people are realizing the hypocri- - 
sy of our society, and are willing to

The reason is pretty 
simple and (don't get me wrong) it's anything 
but a put-down. After all, Jesus, our Liberator, 
hung around with the outcasts in his day, so we 
couldn't be keeping better company. The short 
time that Grace Church has been "amazing" Grace 
has brought the Free Community through seme in¬ 
teresting changes. We'll carry on. Growing is 
sometimes hard, but it's going to be a beautiful 
day I-Love is coming to us all. Let's discover the 
Dawn. 


Grace Church, Georgetown— known as "amaz¬ 
ing" Grace to our friends on and off the street 
— has been serving the people of this neighbor¬ 
hood for over a hundred years. It was founded 
just after the Civil War as a parish for the 
working class families who labored in the wharf 
district of Georgetown. Late last spring history 
brought us full circle again as we began an ex¬ 
periment in serving a new generation of "the 
people"— the loosely defined Free Community in 
Georgetown. 

There is a lot of activity at "amazing" Grace. 
The Food Go-op has an outlet here on Thursday? 
WAFU sponsors a fantastic coffeehouse every Sat¬ 
urday from 8:00 till midnight? there are occa¬ 
sional corirtunity meetings on Wednesday to dis¬ 
cuss the problems and hassles of the Free Catm- 
unity and to come up with ways we can help each 
other. We also have sane counselling services 
for draft problems (Episcopal Peace Fellowship) ? 
dope problems ("Free Mvice") ? spiritual and re¬ 
ligious problems? sometimes we work as mediators 
between runaways and their parents? and we counr-. 
sel all types of troubled people. (In addition, 
"amazing" Grace has the most frequently used 
public johns in Georgetown!) Finally, we try to 
be prepared to respond to large demonstrations 
and similar crises by having a medical emergency 
team for on-the-spot first aid, and by providing 
a*free zone' at the church when things get up* 
tight. 

Aside from offering these services, we are 
also a church. We do the church thing every Sun¬ 
day with both traditional services (9:00 and 
11:00) and seme far-out worship at 1:15 that we 
are calling God-Probes. We pray for the world, 
for peace", and for enlightenment in these times 
of darkness, trying to supplement the tangible 
help we can offer with seme intangibles— those 
good vibrations we need so badly. Christian 
groups have always been kind of out of it in the 
world and, although we "re not much different, we 
are trying to turn that position on the sidelines 
into me of strength. By keeping away from vest¬ 
ed interests and selfish power and holding firm¬ 
ly to a radical belief in non-violent love, we 
can encourage, enable and bring people together 
from a kind of detached point of view. We are 
trying to be a catalyst in the Georgetown scene, 
calling for co-operation and mutual concern in a 
tine of fragmentation and isolation.
